A 
tree once large enough 
may be used over and over 
every year for at least five 
years, When you decideiris 
too large you may leave it 
in your back yard or gar- 
dent and ad’ another beau- 
tiful tree to the landscape, 
You can have several of these 
coming along, different sizes 
for future use, They will do 
better if left in the ground 
until about mid-December, 
Take up your choice tree 
and put it in a suitable pot 
and keep it watered until be- 
for Christmas when it can be 
put back into the ground, | 
The cedar, common to our 
area, will make a good 
Christmas tree, and having a 
small tap root is suitable 
for this purpose. After 
transferring them back into 
the ground they. will need 
watering occassionally, 

Using potted Christmas 
trees will accomplish three 
things, at least. 

First, it will result in a 
saving of $15,00 at least, over 
a five-year period, depend- 
ing on the size and type tree 
you have been buying, Local 
trees will run about $2.00, 
firs -shipped in from the 
northwest, five to eight do- 
lars, The live, potted tree 
in which you have only about 
$2.50, may be used about 
five years, 

Second, during this period

Third, we are removing 
the hazard of fire, Statis— 
tics from National Fire Pro- 
tection Association, Boston, 
Mass,, show that over 1,000, 
fires are caused every year 
by Christmas trees and re- 
lated combustible decora- 
tions and faulty wiring, in 
the U, S. The dead tree 
soon becomes dry and is 
subject t. be ignited at the 
least incident, which could 
result in a serious fire, Du- 
ring the past six yearsthere 
have been an average of 1, 
086 Christmas trees fires 
each year, In 1969 there 
were 1,030 such fires ata to 
tal cost of $3,176,000. In 
1970 there were 1,133 such 
fires at a total cost of $3, 
958,000, 

The potted tree on the o- 
ther hand, being live in the 
pot, can be watered a lir- 
tle every day and remains 
fresh throughout the holi-

Question; What is Con- 
gress doing to help the con- 
sumer? 

Sparkman; The Senate by 
a vote of 76-2 passed a con- 
sumer aid bill, It is a good 
indication of the Senate de- 
termination to stop the un- 
fair trade practices which 
strike hardest at the 
Nation’s middle and lower 
income people, The Con- 
sumer Protection Bill will 
give the Federal Trade Com- 
‘mission substantial new 
weapons to combat unfair and 
deceptive trade practices, 

Question: What does the 
Consumer Protection Bill 
provide? 

Sparkman: For one thing 
the bill provides fines of as 
much as $10,000 per viola- 
tion against persons who 
Knowingly take part in de. 
ceptive or unfair trade pra- 
ctices, The Consumer Pro- 


tection Bill also gives the 
Federal Trade Commission 
the authority to define spe- 
cifically those unfair pra~ 
tices which it considers to 
be deceptive to consumers 
and to make a rule defining 
this practice - - a rule which 
if Congress did not disap- 
prove in 60 days, would be- 
come final. The Consumer 
Protection Billalso provides 
relief in the form of mone- 

‘tary refunds, damage pay- 
ments and public notification 
of violations, 

Question; Is the Congress 
doing anything about war- 
ranties? 

Sparkman; The Consumer 
Protection Bill recently sent 
to the House of Representa~ 
tives has provisions relating 
tO warranties, The provi- 
sions stipulate that warrant- 
ies must, in fact, dowhatthe 
manufacturer seeks to lead 


the consumer to believe that 
they do, The bill covers 
warranties for products 
costing more than $5.00, ° 

Question; How does the tax 
bill now being considered by 
the Congress affect consum- 
ers? 

Sparkman: There are 
many provisions which will 
give the average American 
more buying power, Among 
these are the following: One 
that helps everyone in the 
Nation, who has to pay taxes 
is an increase in the per- 
sonal income tax exemption 
from the pesent $650 to $675 
for 1971 income and $750 
for 1972 income, The tax 
bill just reported to the Sen- 
ate also provides a new 
Standard minimum deduct- 
ion for low income people 
of $1,300 on 1972 income,
